We're  happy  to  have  President  and  Sister  Badger  with  us.  They're 
great  people.  You  love  them  now,  and  you'll  love  them  more  as  you  get 
acquainted  with  them  .  .  . 

I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  today,  if  I  may  be  able  to.  to  Sister  Snow. 
No  man  ever  had  a  woman  who  stood  by  his  side,  or  a  companion  who 
sustained  him  in  his  limitations  and  weaknesses  more  than  she  has  me  .  .  . 

I  would  to  my  Father  in  Heaven  that  everyone  of  you  in  the  sound 
of  my  voice  would  someday  have  the  privilege  of  going  to  the  House  of 
the  Lord.  I  would  like  to  encourage  you,  as  we  leave,  to  get  your  houses 
in  order  and  make  your  plans  to  get  to  the  House  of  the  Lord  with  your 
family  .  .  . 

Then  I  find  sometimes  there  seems  to  be  a  spirit  that  people  want  to 
leave  this  great  land.  May  I  encourage  you,  my  brothers  and  sisters,  to 
make  your  homes  here,  build  up  the  Church  here.  I  believe  with  all  the 
faith  and  power  of  my  being  that  you  were  sent  to  this  land  or  born  in 
this  land  for  a  wise  purpose,  and  I  believe  that  this  is  the  place  that  the 
Lord  wants  you  to  stay  and  build  up  the  Church. 

And  remember  the  Lord  expects  you  to  have  family  worship;  that 
you  shall  have  your  prayers  together  as  husband  and  wife,  and  as  children. 

As  we  have  met  in  our  Youth  Convention  and  these  young  people 
bore  testimony  to  the  divinity  of  this  work,  I  saw  .  .  .  that  as  they  come 
up  through  the  programmes  of  the  Church,  they  shall  be  better  prepared 
than  were  their  parents  to  carry  on  the  responsibilities  of  leadership  in 
this  church.  And  oh  I  pray  the  Lord  to  bless  them  and  preserve  them  in 
the  faith,  and  give  them  the  faith  to  live  the  standards  of  the  Church  at 
all  costs.  No  young  man  or  woman  can  afford  to  sacrifice  his  principles 
or  standards  for  popularity.  It  just  won't  work.  Expediency,  my  brothers 
and  sisters,  should  never  be  placed  ahead  of  principle. 

I  feel  today  as  President  Alldredge  did;  that  we  are  probably  among 
the  pioneer  Mission  Presidents,  and  the  Golden  Era  of  this  mission  lies 
ahead. 

May  I  bear  you  my  witness  ...  I  know  that  we  are  sons  and  daughters 
of  our  Heavenly  Father,  and  that  we  have  the  potential  ...  to  become  like 
him.  Joseph  Smith  was  a  prophet  .  .  And  those  who  have  succeeded  the 
Prophet  .  .  .  were  likewise  prophets. 

God  bless  you,  and  thank  you  for  your  kindness  to  us,  and  may  peace 
be  in  your  hearts  continually  I  humbly  pray,  thanking  our  Heavenly 
Father  for  this  great  privilege  of  being  in  this  mission  at  this  particular 
time,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.    Amen.*

Convention  Site. 


WHERE  could  you  find  a 
group  of  young  people 
anywhere  in  the  world  like  those 
in  this  mission?"  asked  Sister  J. 
Golden  Snow  after  hearing 
seventy-eight  young  Latter-day 
Saints  testify  of  the  truthfulness 
of  the  Gospel  in  the  Easter  Sun- 
day morning  Convention  service. 
Her  remark  is  an  example  of  the 
impression  which  the  1967  MIA 
th  Convention  left  with  those 
who  attended  it.  participated,  and 
enjoyed  it's  spirit.  It  explains  why 
hundreds  came  from  all  over  the 
Mission  to  remain  in  Johannes- 
burg from  the  evening  of  March 
23  through  the  afternoon  of  March 
26,  Easter  Sunday.  Thirty  saints  from  as  far  away  as  Salisbury. 

The  spirit  of  Convention  reached  it's  highpoint  at  the  testimony  meet- 
ing, yet  it  had  been  high  and  increasing  since  it's  appearance  on  Thursday 
evening,  when  it  came  all  at  once  with  the  opening  of  a  three  act  play. 

"Post  Horn  Gallop"  was  the  title  of  TUE  PLAY  directed  by  Kenneth 
and  Muriel  Armstrong,  which  was  chosen  to  spark  off  the  1967  Conven- 
tion. At  it's  introduction  Eric  Egan,  a  very  well-known  radio  personality, 
and  his  wife,  who  is  equally  well-known,  addressed  the  audience  and  added 
a  professional  touch  to  what  proved  to  be  a  very  rewarding  evening. 

The  cast,  consisting  mostly  of  members  of  the  Spring  Branch,  made 
it's  entrance  into  a  setting  in  the  lounge  of  an  old  English  castle.  There 
the  mocd  was  immediately  set  with  the  sound  of  shots  coming  from  a 
shotgun,  which  was  kept  in  use  throughout  the  episode  by  Lord  EIrood 
(Richard  Daldorff).  He  was  the  father  and  head  of  ihe  household,  and 
although  he  played  a  major  role,  he  was  never  really  in  contact  with  what 
was  going  on.  Instead,  he  was  continually  occupied  in  fighting  an  imaginary 

war  with  the  assailants  of  his 
castle.  The  rest  of  his  family  con- 
sisted of  his  wife,  Ladv  EIrood 
(Valerie  Keuning),  mediator  be- 
tween father,  family,  and  the  out- 
ride world;  his  daughter,  Patricia 
(Melaney  Jubber),  who  was  con- 
stantly wondering  about  the 
rationality  of  her  husband's 
•  ctions;  and  his  son-in-law,  Chester 
(Keith  Chapman),  who  began  to 
wonder  about  himself  as  well.  In 
addition  to  the  family  were:  their 
maid,  Ada  (Yvonne  van  Niekerk), 
who  wanted  to  run  away  with 
Chester;  George  Willis  (Val  van 
Niekerk),  the  Scout  Master  that 
unintentionally  captured  the  at- 
tentions   of   Ada;    Miss    Partridge 


Mr.  Capone,  Chester,  Mr.  Wedgewood. 
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(Hope  Minne),  the  guide  for  al!  visitors  to  the  castle;  Bert  (John  Meiring) 
and  Maggie  (Rose  Chapman),  two  perplexed,  common  English  folk  visiting 
the  castle;  and  Mr.  Capone  (Martin  Keuning)  and  Mr.  Wedgewood 
(Erold  Jubber),  two  released  convicts  returned  to  even  a  debt  with  Chester. 
These  characters,  combined  in  action  with  one  another,  formed  the 
basis  of  a  comedy  that  proceeded  to  capture  the  attention,  the  emotion, 
and  finally  the  applause  of  its  capacity  audience. 

Friday  morning,  LEADERSHIP  MEETINGS  were  held  for  the  YMIA 
and  the  YWMIA.  Both  meetings  are  reported  to  have  been  helpful  in 
defining  the  responsibilities  of  the  MIA  leaders  as  well  as  those  of  the 
youth. 

Three  LECTURES  were  next  on  the  programme.  Each  was  given  in 
a  separate  room  for  two  consecutive  periods.  This  allowed  each  of  those 
attending  the  opportunity  of  listening  two  lectures,  but  at  the  same  time 
held  the  third  out  of  their  reach. 

"The  law  of  persons"  was  the  topic  of  Ike  Swartzburg*s  lecture  in 
which  he  discussed  the  law  as  it  affects  the  person  in  respect  to  four 
major  areas:  birth,  domicile,  marriage  and  death.  A  "person"  was  defined 
as  an  individual  with  certain  rights  in  the  eyes  of  the  law.  Brother 
Swartzburg  then  explained  how  our  rights  increase  and  decrease  in  accord- 
ance with  our  legal  status  throughout  our  entire  life,  continuing  even  after 
we  have  passed  on. 

The  mind  should  be 
made  to  work  for  us.  Ken- 
neth Armstrong  mentioned 
some  of  the  ways  we  can  use 
our  mind  to  control  our 
abilities  and  power  of  con- 
centration. Even  our  health 
is  directly  related  to  what  we 
think.  In  fact,  he  said,  "There 
is  nothing  that  the  mind  of 
man  can  conceive  that  man 
can   not  achieve." 

How  the  "mind"  acts 
upon  the  "brain",  as  a 
mechanism  taking  facts  from 

a  library  of  information,  compared  to  the  relationship  between  intelligence 
and  knowledge  was  discussed  by  Lionel  Bibb  as  he  explained  how  our 
thoughts  and  efforts  should  be  directed  towards  instituting  the  Gospel 
in  our  lives. 

An  innovation  this  year,  the  Friday  FASHION  SHOW  drew  well 
over  200  observers  to  watch  a  hair  stylling  demonstration  and  a  fashion 
parade.  All  the  clothing  worn  by  the  young  women  was  their  own,  and 
demonstrated  the  modesty  and  feminity  that  can  be  shown  while  keeping 
within  the  standards  of  dress  set  by  the  Church.  Hope  Minne,  the  com- 
mentator, complimented  the  young  men  who  were  escorts,  as  well,  for  en- 
hancing the  effect  of  the  show  by  looking  so  smart  themselves. 

Fifteen  branches  were  represented  in  the   SPEECH  COMPETITION 

held  Friday  after  noon.  The  young  people  representing  them  spoke  on  a 
topic  chosen  from  the  Book  of  Mormon,  Alma  37  :  35,  "O,  remember, 
my  son,  and  learn  wisdom  in  thy  youth;  yea,  learn  in  thy  youth  to  keep 
the  commandments  of  God."  Johann  Brummer,  the  adjudicator,  rated  all 
of  the  talks  either  excellent  or  superior,  because,  he  said,  they  all  had 
something  worthwhile  to  say  and  were  able  to  effectively  communicate 
their  message  to  the  audience.  Robert  Moffitt  from  Pretoria  with  a  superior 
rate  was  chosen  the  winner.

Conducted  by  Johann  Brummer  and  accompanied  by  Anna  Marie 
de  Wet,  the  Transvaal  District  Choir  presented  the  "EASTER  CANTATA" 
on  Friday  evening.  The  theme  was  directed  towards  portraying  the  Life 
of  Christ  as  He  was  born,  lived,  died,  and  lived  again  for  us.  In  addition 
to  the  numbers  rendered  solely  by  the  Choir  were  solos  by  Signe  Thomson, 
Lyle  Matthews.  Christine  du  Plessis,  and  a  duet  by  Yvonne  van  Niekerk. 
and  Signe  Thomson.  Well  over  500  listeners  thrilled  with  the  feeling  they 
experienced  as  they  heard  the  love  and  devotion  expressed  in  the  voices  of 
the  Choir  and  the  soleists  for  the  Saviour.  The  congregation  joined  in  the 
singing  of  praise  as  well  when  they  were  invited  to  sing  the  second  and 
third  verses  of  "Christ  the  Lord  is  Risen  Today." 


A  greater  success  than  ever  before, 
the  VOLLEY-BALL  competition  attracted 
teams  from  all  over  the  Mission.  Saturday 
afternoon  they  met  at  Phineas  Mcintosh 
Park  to  clash  in  vigorous  rivalry.  As  was 
said,  "when  dark  clouds  gathered  and  in- 
terrupted the  otherwise  sunny  day.  only  the 
rain  dampened  their  spirits."

Dur- 
ban and  Pretoria  had  each  won  one  game 
when  time  had  to  be  called  to  enable  Dur- 
ban to  return  home.  The  trophy  was  given 
to  Durban  for  six  months,  after  which 
time  it  will  be  given  to  Pretoria. 
SATURDAY  EVENING  the  cultural  hall  at  Ramah  became  a  ball- 
room for  about  400  people,  who  danced  to  the  music  of  Benny  Michel's 
Band.  The  hall  was  decorated  to  a  Classical  Greek  theme,  and  young 
people  and  old  enjoyed  the  chicken  dinner  that  was  served  as  well  as  the 
chance  to  become  better  socially  acquainted  with  their  brothers  and 
sisters  from  other  parts  of  the  Mission. 

The  sports  awards  for  the  volley-ball  competition  were  presented  during 
the  evening  activities.  Most  Valuable  Player  awards  were  given  to  Cecilia 


Ramah  II  vs  Krugersdorp. 
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Hutton  for  the  women  and  John  Hugo  for  the  men.  Sports  awards  were 
presented  to  Lynette  Cherrett.  Dalene  Dingley,  Cecilia  Hutton,  David  Bibh.

Easter  morning  began  with  a  PRIESTHOOD  MEETING  for  the  men 
and  a  QUESTION  BO/X  for  the  women.  Since  the  two  meetings  were 
held  in  the  cultural  hall  and  the  chapel,  their  opening  exercises  were  com- 
bined. 

Then  the  women  began  their  meeting  by  listening  to  a  talk,  on  chastity 
by  Carole  de  Wet.  Upon  considering  that  Carole  was  to  be  married  the 
following  day  and  then  to  depart  to  be  sealed  for  eternity  to  her  husband 
in  the  London  Temple,  it  becomes  easy  to  understand  why  the  impact  of 
her  talk  was  so  great.  As  she  was  speaking,  a  box  was  passed  around  in 
which  members  of  the  congregation  deposited  questions  on  chastity 
and  dating.  They  were  then  discussed  by  a  panel. 

In  the  Priesthood  meeting  the  major  speaker  was  President  Alma 
Donly,  who  spoke  on  the  responsibilities  incurred  upon  Priesthood  holders 
through  the  mission  and  atonement  of  Christ.  Several  other  speakers  then 
addressed  the   priesthood  extemporaneously. 

One  of  the  topics  fore- 
most in  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  the  youth  of  the  Church  is 
their  love  for  their  homes  and 
families.  This  became  very  ap- 
parent in  the  TESTIMONY 
MEETING  later  that  morn- 
ing as  young  men  and  women 
from  six  year  old  Densil 
Wilson,  who  said,  "'I  want  to 
bear  my  testimony,  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ,  Amen."

There  were  few,  if  any.  dry  eyes  at  the  close  of  the  meeting,  because,  as 

Carole  de  Wet  said,  it  was  a  "room  full  of  people  who  all  feel  the  same." 

The  FINAL  SESSION  OF  CONVENTION  opened  Easter  Sunday- 
afternoon  under  the  direction  of  Superintendent  James  Milne,  who  gave 
thanks  to  all  those  who  helped  to  make  the  Convention  a  success.  He  ex- 
pressed special  appreciation  to  President  and  Sister  Snow  for  their  support, 
guidance,  and  assistance  not  only  with  this  Convention,  but  with  those 
previous.  Awards  were  given  out.  as  well.  Ten-year  service  pins  were 
presented  to  Sheila  Osman  and  Eileen  van  Staden.  The  first  Golden 
Gleaner  awards  to  be  presented  in  South  African  Mission  were  to  Muriel 
Armstrong  and  Yvonne  van  Niekerk.  Announced  winners  of  Convention 
competitions  were:  Temple  Futter  for  the  senior  poster,  Elizabeth  Human 
for  the  junior  poster,  Muriel  Harris  for  the  poetry  competition,  and  John 
Parsons  of  Germiston  for  the  badge  competition. 

Robert  Moffitt  and  Shirley  Spear  then  presented  examples  of  the  quality 
of  our  youth  speakers  as  they  were  called  upon  to  address  the  congrega- 
tion. The  remainder  of  the  meeting  was  largely  devoted  to  hearing  from 
extemporaneous  speakers  called  from  the  audience.  Although  these  talks 
were  unrehearsed,  they  were  among  the  best  given  during  the  Convention, 
because  they  came  direct  from  the  hearts  of  those  who  presented  them.

THY  YOUTH

rpHROUGHOUT  the  world  growing  numbers  of  young  people  are  being 
-*-  gripped  by  an  alarming  fever  of  hooliganism,  recklessness  and  moral 
anarchy.  The  barbarism  and  moral  decline  of  our  time  is  the  most  appalling 
anarchy,  because  so  many  people  are  not  concerned  enough  to  check  it. 
Liquor,  drugs,  and  the  tendency  to  ignore  God,  are  main  factors  preceeding 
the  downfall  of  youth  today. 

Why? 

To  me  it  is  obvious  that  the  principles  of  discipline  and  knowledge 
were  not  stressed  in  early  youth.  Unfortunately,  the  consequences  thereof 
are  disastrous. 

We,  as  Latter-day  Saints,  are  very  fortunate  to  have  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  in  its  fullness  in  our  possession  for  we,  in  our  youth,  can 
attend  Primary,  MIA  and  Sunday  School  where  we  are  taught  the  correct 
method  of  growing  up  and  of  living  by  people  who  have  the  knowledge 
and  the  wisdom  to  do  so. 

That  reminds  me  of  a  story  I  once  heard  of  the  occasion  where  an 
elderly  man  was  walking  down  the  street  and  he  suddenly  heard  beautiful 
music.  He  stopped,  and  listened,  and  then  felt  compelled  to  enter  the 
building  which  was  a  chapel.  When  the  song  was  finished,  a  young  man 
stood  up  and  offered  a  word  of  prayer  to  our  Father  in  Heaven.  And  then, 
individually,  young  boys  and  girls  rose  and  bore  testimony  to  God  the 
Eternal  Father,  that  His  Only  Begotten  Son  Jesus  Christ,  is  in  the  flesh, 
and  the  saviour  of  all  mankind.  Afterwards,  the  Bishop  went  up  to  the 
stranger  and  saw  that  tears  were  wet  upon  his  cheeks.  With  a  voice  full  oi 
emotion,  the  stranger  said,  "Oh,  I  would  give  anything  and  everything 
I  have  in  the  world  today,  if  only  my  two  sons  could  have  been  here  to 
bear  their  testimony  that  God  lives." 

Where  were  his  two  sons?  What  opportunity  had  they  been  given  to 
learn  the  fullness  of  the  Gospel?  The  saddest  words  in  history  had  once 
again  come  too  late,  and  the  stranger  left  the  chapel  in  the  knowledge 
that  somewhere  in  life  he  had  missed  the  turning  —  that  somewhere,  he 
had  chosen  the  shadow  and  not  the  substance. 

Our  family  associations  and  activities  are  of  great  importance  in  our 
youth.  For  instance,  Family  Home  Evening  teaches  us  to  be  tolerant,  and 
to  live  better  lives  with  one  another.  The  example  our  parents  set  plays  a 
major  role  in  the  moulding  of  our  characters. 

Not  to  be  like  the  little  boy  who  strayed  from  his  father  at  the  fair- 
ground. He  was  eventually  picked  up  by  a  policeman,  who  realized  he 
was  lost. 

"What's  your  father  like?"  asked  the  policeman. 

"Sideshows  and  beerhalls"  was  the  innocent  reply. 

Children  learn  by  example  from  those  they  love.  It  is  for  the  senior 
members  of  the  family  team  to  set  standards  that  younger  members  can 
respect,  and  strive  to  uphold. 
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When  one  has  acquired  a  knowledge  of  the  Gospel,  one  has  learned 
the  commandments  of  God.  All  that  is  left  to  be  done,  is  to  obey  them, 
to  exercise  the  gift  of  free  agency  to  obey  the  commandments,  ordinances, 
and  principles,  which  promise  eternal  life. 

No  matter  how  old  one  is,  the  process  of  learning  continues.  You  see, 
to  have  a  love  of  learning  is  a  pleasant  and  universal  bond,  since  it  deals 
with  what  one  is  and  not  with  what  one  has.  It  is  essential  that  young 
Latter-day  Saints  adopt  this  attiude  in  order  to  hold  prominent  positions 
in  the  affairs  of  men. 

An  important  point  in  the  field  of  study  is  how  we  do  it.  Are  we 
humble?  Are  we  willing  to  make  sacrifices?  Do  we  pray  to  our  Father 
in  Heaven  to  guide  and  direct  us,  or  are  we  self  sufficient?  Do  we  consider 
it  a  bind,  something  that  must  be  done?  Wisdom  is  obtained  through  trial 
and  error,  and  when  faced  with  difficulties,  one  must  not  be  discouraged 
for  it  is  by  overcoming  these  difficulties,  that  wisdom  is  obtained. 

We  must  remember  that  if  we  advance  confidently  in  the  direction  of 
our  dreams  and  ambitions,  and  endeavour  to  live  the  life  we  have  aimed 
for,  we  will  surely  meet  with  success. 

The  whole  world  steps  aside  to  let  a  man  pass  who  knows  where  he 
is  going. 

When  you  acquire  wisdom,  you  learn  to  obey,  and  vice-versa.  When 
you  learn  to  obey,  you  acquire  wisdom.  And  when  you  have  acquired 
wisdom,  you  have  the  ability  to  listen  to  almost  anything  without  losing 
your  temper  or  self-confidence. 

Yes,  how  blessed  is  the  person  who  can  obtain  knowledge  of  Deity 
and  His  commandments  in  early  childhood,  and  learn  and  understand 
how  this  relationship  can  be  an  eternal  one.  For  it  is  in  this  book,  the 
Book  o]  Mormon  that  God  revealed  these  words  to  Alma :  "O  remember 
my  son,  and  learn  wisdom  in  thy  youth.  Yea  learn  in  thy  youth  to  keep 
the  commandments  of  God."

ON  Saturday  morning,  April  1. 
there  appeared  a  small  article 
on  the  front  page  of  the  press  stop 
edition  of  The  Star.  It  was  en- 
titled, '"Mormons  Get  New  Lea- 
der." This  was  the  quiet  begin- 
ning of  a  few  days  of  bustling 
activity  which  was  to  affect  well 
over  five  thousand  members  of 
the  Church  here  in  South  Africa. 
It  announced  the  forthcoming 
change  of  Mission  Presidents  over 
the  South   African   Mission. 


Three  days  later.  President 
Howard  C.  Badger,  Sister  Eleanor 
Badger,  and  their  two  children. 
Carla  and  Lisa  arrived  at  Jan  Smuts  Airport.  There  they  were  welcomed 
by  President  and  Sister  Snow  and  several  members  of  the  Church.  As 
they  congregated  on  the  lawn  in  front  of  the  terminal.  President 
and  Sister  Badger  addressed  the  saints  of  South  Africa  for  the  first 
time.  Later.  Sister  Badger  expressed  the  thrill  they  experienced  when 
they  saw  men,  women,  and  children  all  gathered  to  make  their  entrance 
into  South  Africa  a  memorable  part  of  their  mission. 

President  Badger  was  formerly  a  missionary  to  South  Africa  in  1936. 
He  is  the  sixth  missionary  to  return  as  Mission  President.  His  father  also 
served  in  South  Africa  as  a  missionary,  during  which  time  he  was  called 
to  serve  as  Mission  President.  The  heritage  of  the  Badgers  in  this  mission 
is  certain  to  help  their  work  here. 

On  Friday,  April  7,  an  open  house  was  held  at  the  Mission  Home. 
Over  160  members  attended  to  welcome  and  become  acquainted  with  the 
Badger  Family.  During  the  open  house.  President  Badger  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  renewing  acquaintances  with  Brother  T.  Y.  Wilson  and  President 
Dan  Cherrett.  who  were  both  baptized  by  his  father.  Undoubtedly,  the 
high  point  of  the  entire  evening  came  when  Sister  Anne  de  Wet  presented 
President  and  Sister  Snow  with  two  large  springbok  skin  rugs,  thanking 
them  for  their  humble  service  on  behalf  of  the  Mission  Relief  Society. 

The  following  evening  at  the  Mission  Home  President  and  Sister  Snow. 
President  and  Sister  Badger,  and  the  Elders  in  the  Mission  Home  tuned 
in  to  the  Saturday  morning  session  of  General  Conference  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  The  reception  improved  as  the  meeting  proceeded,  and  they  were 
privileged  to  hear  Elder  Richard  L.  Evans,  Sterling  W.  Sill,  John  H. 
Vandenburg,  and  LeGrande  Richards. 

President  and  Sister  Badger  were  well  informed  of  the  multitude  of 
activities  under  their  direction  throughout  the  Mission  in  the  Mission 
Officers  meeting  held  on  Monday,  April  10.  All  the  auxiliaries  were 
represented,  and  reports  were  presented  of  their  various  funtions.  including 
the  recent  M.I. A.  Convention. 
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Approximately  forty  missionaries  were  able  to  meet  their  new  Mis- 
sion Parents  the  next  morning  at  a  Transvaal  Zone  meeting  of  missionaries. 
It  was  an  occasion  of  both  sorrow  and  joy,  since  it  was  the  last  time  that 
many  of  the  Elders  were  to  receive  counsel  from  their  beloved  Mission 
Parents,  President  and  Sister  Snow.  Soon  after  the  meeting,  the  missionaries 
living  in  outlying  districts  were  interviewed  by  President  Badger  and  given 
the  privilege  of  becoming  personally  acquainted  with  him. 

President  and  Sister  Badger  were  able  to  become  even  more  closely 
associated  with  the  missionary  work  here  in  South  Africa  on  the  following 
evening  at  a  VIP  fireside  held  at  the  Mission  Home  and  conducted  by 
Elder  Ricks,  the  Mission  Secretary.  In  attendance  as  guests  were:  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Robert  Parke,  the  American  consulate  and  his  wife;  Mrs.  T.  H. 
Messerlie,  the  wife  of  the  General  Manager  of  Lilly  Laboratories;  her  two 
daughters  and  their  friend;  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hulley,  friends  of  President 
and  Sister  Snow.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  fireside  all  the  guests  were  pre- 
sented with  VIP  brochures. 


The  First  Quorum  of  Elders  held 
a  social  at  Krugersdorp  on  the  even- 
ing of  Friday,  April  14,  at  which  Presi- 
dent and  Sister  Snow,  and  President 
and  Sister  Badger  and  their  daughters 
were  honoured  guests.  There,  after  a 
curry  and  rice  dinner  —  smorgasboard 
style.  President  Samuel  spoke  on  the 
responsibility  of  the  Priesthood  holders 
to  their  families,  and  then  for  enter- 
tainment various  games  were  organized. 
The  game  most  thoroughly  enjoyed 
was  one  in  which  several  elders  were 
selected  one  at  a  time  to  stand  before 
the  microphone  and  with  only  one 
breath  count  as  high   as  they  could.

Saturday  evening,  after  turkey 
dinner  prepared  especially  for  the  occasion  by  Sister  Badger,  President  and 
Sister  Snow  attended  a  farewell  fireside  put  on  in  their  honour.  Present 
besides  the  Mission  Home  missionaries  were  President  and  Sister  Dan 
Cherrett.  President  and  Sister  Alma  Donly,  and  Sister  A.  Wright  from 
Welkom.  As  part  of  the  programme.  Elder  Call  read  "Our  Mission 
Parents'*,  an  original  poem  paying  personal  tribute  to  President  and  Sister 
Snow.  The  balance  of  the  fireside  was  devoted  to  expressions  of  appre- 
ciation from  the  guests,  the  Elders,  and  President  and  Sister  Badger  to  the 
Snows  for  the  guidance,  love,  and  example  which  they  have  given  so  freely. 

The  final  day  of  President  and  Sister  Snow's  stay  in  South  Africa, 
after  twelve  days  of  rain  and  overcast  weather,  was  very  appropriately  warm 
and  full  of  sunshine.  In  Priesthood  meeting  that  morning  President  Snow 
gave  a  word  of  advice  admonishing  the  Priesthood  holders  to  use  such 
days  wisely.  He  said  that  if  he  could  give  one  last  word  of  counsel  to 
them,  it  would  be :    "Do  it  now." 

The  Historical  Report  clearly  shows  that  President  Snow  has  applied 
that  principle  during  his  stay  here  in  South  Africa  as  Mission  President. 
Under  his  direction  eight  chapels  have  been  completed,  one  has  been 
restored,  and  many  have  been  expanded.  Three  new  branches  have  been 
formed,  and  one  has  been  divided.  Since  President  and  Sister  Snow  have 
been  here,  the  Relief  Society  has  been  organized  under  a  Mission  Relief 
Society  Presidency.  The  Scout  Programme  has  also  been  introduced.  Four 
Elders'  Quorums  have  been,  added  to  the  original  one.  One  of  President 
Snow's  greatest  contributions,  however,  has  been  towards  the  effectiveness 
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of  the  missionary  programme.  He  has  introduced  the  Share  the  Gospel 
Programme  along  with  the  Share  the  Gospel  Sacrament  Meeting.  The  mis- 
sionaries have  been  aided  through  their  use  of  a  new  Study  Guide,  which 
includes  the  missionary  lessons  translated  into  Afrikaans,  and  an  Afrikaans 
book,  which  has  been  written  particularly  for  American  missionaries  Both 
of  these  books  were  prepared  under  the  direction  of  President  Snow. 

Many  of  these  accomplishments  doubtlessly  came  to  mind  as  members 
and  non-members  alike  gathered  that  afternoon  from  all  over  the  Transvaal 
to  attend  a  special  Sacrament  service  at  Ramah.  There  thanks  was  given 
to  our  Father  in  Heaven,  and  tribute  was  paid  to  President  and  Sister 
Snow  for  their  two  years  and  eight  months  of  diligent  service.  Sister 
Theodora  Cherrett  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Mission  Primary  and  presented 
Sister  Snow  with  a  brooch  in  the  Primary  colours.  President  Kenneth 
Powrie,  speaking  for  the  Transvaal  District,  gave  President  and  Sister 
Snow  a  bronze  impala,  sculptored  by  Madge  Lang.  The  final  presentation 
was  made  by  Elder  Brian  Zemp 
from  the  missionaries  of  the  South 
African  Mission.  It  consisted  of 
two  paintings  of  typical  South 
African  scenes.  Following  these 
presentations.  President  Badger  ex- 
pressed his  appreciation  for  the 
Snows  and  his  humility  in  under- 
taking the  tremendous  task  that 
awaits  him  as  Mission  President. 
Finally,  Sister  Snow  addressed  the 
congregation,  being  followed  by 
President  Snow.  Both  expressed 
their  love  for  South  Africa  and 
for  the  members  here,  and  both 
gave  their  council  to  the  saints  to 
live  the  Gospel.  The  entire  pro- 
gramme was  well  balanced  by 
musical  numbers  rendered  intermittently:  a  duet  by  Brother  and  Sister 
James  Thomson;  a  solo  by  Sister  Christine  du  Plessis;  and  two  numbers 
by  the  Transvaal  District  Choir,  which  ended  the  meeting  with  "Till  We 
Meet  Again",  the  last  verse  of  which  was  sung  by  the  Choir  and  congre- 
gation together. 

Shortly  after  the  meeting  a  large  group  of  the  saints  gathered  at 
Jan  Smuts  Airport  to  say  a  final  farewell  to  President  and  Sister  Snow, 
who  left  from  there  for  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  to  arrive  on  May  2.  Soon 
after  their  arrival  in  Salt  Lake  City,  they  will  again  depart  to  travel  to 
their  home  in  Raymond,  Alberta.  Canada.

HPHE  number  of  South  Africa's  missionaries  overseas  has  been  greatly 
-*-  increased  over  the  past  year.  However,  perhaps  more  important  than 
the  number  of  missionaries  is  the  quality  of  those  missionaries.  Recently. 
President  Howard  C.  Badger  has  received  two  letters,  each  commenting  on 
the  standard  of  South  Africa's  overseas  missionaries. 

Following,  is  an  excerpt  from  a  letter  written  on  April  4,  1967,  by 
Sister  Isabel  Cannon  (wife  of  President  George  Ivens  Cannon,  Mission 
President  of  the  Central  British  Mission)  regarding  missionaries  from 
South  Africa  who  are  serving  in  that  mission. 

"We  are  fortunate  to  have  two  missionaries  here  in  the  Central 
British  Mission  from  South  Africa  —  Sister  Pamela  Joy  Cerff,  and  Neil 
P.  Fourie  .  .  .  They  are  truly  choice  young  people,  and  I'm  sure  are  an 
indication  of  the  calibre  of  people  you  will  work  with." 

Next  is  an  excerpt  from  a  letter  by  President  Dale  R.  Curtis,  President 
of  the  Netherlands  Mission,  written  to  President  Badger  on  April  3,  1967: 

"We  have  serving  in  our  mission  three  young  people  from  your 
mission  and  they  are  each  outstanding  in  their  work.  Elders  Alexander 
Comrie  and  Geral  de  Wet  arrived  here  on  February  8,  1966,  and  Sister 
Patricia  L.  Pyle  arrived  July  5,  1966.  We  have  not  a  finer  group  of  Elders 
and  Sisters  than  these  three."
